FEEDER  FOR  CATTLE,  LIQUID  SUPPLEMENT 

Beef  cattlemen  as  well  as  dairymen  sometime  find 
it  desirable  to  increase  the  protein  intake  of  their  stock 
while  fortifying  them  with  trace  elements.  In  many 
cases,  they  prefer  to  buy  these  concentrated  ingredients 
in  liquid  form  and  to  make  them  available  to  stock  on 
a  free  choice  basis. 

This  liquid-supplement  cattle  feeder  made  of  grade- 
trademarked  plywood  was  developed  by  the  American 
Plywood  Association.  The  tank  is  constructed  of  %-inch, 
exterior-type  plywood.  Suspended  inside  the  plywood 
tank  are  a  series  of  plywood  wheels.  Feed  supplement 
adheres   when   the   wheels  are   rotated   by  the   cattle 


licking  them.  Supplement  is  added  through  a  6-inch- 
square  hole  cut  in  the  top.  Wingnuts  and  bolts  secure 
the  top  so  that  it  can  easily  be  removed  for  cleaning  or 
maintenance.  The  feeder  is  mounted  on  two  4-  by  4- 
inch  skids  for  easy  movement. 


Working  drawings  may  be  obtained  from  the  extension  agricultural 
engineer  at  your  State  university.  There  may  be  a  small  charge  to  cover 
cost  of  printing.
